When Boss Tweed was convicted 
of debauching the City of New 
York, the scandal of it shocked the 
world. 
Hie .scandal of the Tweed 
ring was written into the history 
of a generation, yea, of three gen­ 
erations. 
To this day and to this 
hour the unsavory memory of Boss 
Tweed hangs like a pall over the 
Democratic
